PROGRESS OF RECIPROCITY. 

More Republicans voted against the reciprocity 
measure in the House than voted’ for it. The 
score was 65 for to 78 against. The Democrats 
have redeemed their promise that the House 
would pass the measure speedily. To this extent 
it is a Democratic victory rather than one for 
the President. Mr. Taft used all his powers of 
persuasion, but he could not induce a majority of 
the minority to support the bill. ; 

The reciprocity agreement was passed by the 
Republican House last winter. But its support 
was induced by different motives. Many Repub- 
licans voted for it then in the confident belief 
that the Senate would throttle it. They were not 
disappointed. This time they have no such as- 
surance. The vote was, therefore, a true test of 
party adherence to the application of a principle 
Republican in origin, and long flaunted in the 
faces of the people as orthodox Republican doc- 
trine. A majority of the Republicans repudiated 
what they have promised. The party is merely 
an academic advocate of reciprocity. 

With the measure half way on the route toward 
its goal, how it will fare in the Senate is the mat- 
ter of interest. While the House insurgents of- 
fered many amendments to thé measure, with few 
excepticn. notably the Minnesota “members, 
they refused to ‘stultify themselves by voting 
against it. On the other hand, the administra- 
tion had some friends. Such stanch party men 
as Mann, the minority leader; McCall, Bartholdt, 
Crumpacker, Longworth and Loud were among 
those who voted for the bill.

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DR. ELIOT’S NEW ISM. 

In the interview with him in the Sunday Poxy- 
Dispatch, that irrepressible innovator, Dr. Charles 
W. Bliot, appears to have founded a new polit- 
ical ism. He calls it “collectivism,” charges 
Roosevelt with advocating it, and says that he 
himself has championed and explained it in a 
course of lectures in the fall of 1909. : 

According to the dictionaries,- ‘‘collectiv- 
ism” is thus defined: 

Webster’s International: The doctrine that 
land and capitai should be owned by society 
collectively or as a whole; communism. 

The New International: The theory of the 
collectivists. It is practically equivalent to 
socialism. ; 

A collectivist, according to this authority, 
is “a non-revolutionary socialist.” 

Standard Dictionary: Collectivism; the doc- 
trine that the people as a whole should own 
or control the material and means of produc- 
tion; opposed to individualism. 

Century Dictionary: The socialistic thoory or 
principle of centralization of all directive so- 
cial and industrial power, especiaily of con- 
trol of the means of production, in the people 
collectively, or the state; the opposite of In-: 
dividualism. 

Dr. Eliot delights in mystifying the public. 
Along in 1902 he-.found himself compelled to ex- 
plain, again and again, what he meant by say-

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SECRECY IN WAR PREPARATION. 

Speaking in behalf of disarmament, Baron de 
Constant, tells Post-Dispatch readers that “if the 
present powers do not abolish war and bring 
about universal peace, it will.mean Socialism.

But the British gun is already outclassed 
by. the new 13.5-inch cannon now being turned 
out in. the British Navy Yards. The American 
gun, supposed to be able to more than cope with 
these is to be a 14-inch weapon, carrying a 1500- 
pound projectile, and with a muzzle energy of 
65,600 foot-tons. No armor plate now made will

It is interesting to note that all the guests had 
to sleep on board either their own ships or the 
Emperor's yacht, lying off Castle Achilleon, which 
is far to smalk*to receive other royalties an4 
their suites.

As a result of this alliance it is generally be- 
lieved that the memoirs will bring to light many 
the late King’s flirtations. Bataille was Leo- 
pold’s,confidential man. He is said to know the 
ins and outs of every love affair Leopold ever 
had. The valet hints that they were even more 
numerous than the world knows of. 

The memoirs will be published as an 
novel,” to be sohd in. daily installments, as is 
customary in Europe. The first part will be 
called “The Loves of a King.” In this will be 
revealed the various love affairs of Leopold, who 
was One of the most ardent lovers of Europe. 

The second part will be called “The Dominion 
of the Baroness.’’ Here Bataille will tell of the 
Earoness Vaughn who he will describe as the real 
ruler of Belgium. He will show how she was 
the power not only behind but almost on the 
throne for many years. In these chapters Leopold 
is said to appear more like an animated wax 
figure than a ruler of a country. 

In the third part, which will be called “The 
New Star,” Bataille will tell of Leopold’s last 
infatuation.

All carnations are descendants from the ancient 
pink, a native of Southern Europe, and said to 
have been cultivated by the Romans. It has been 
150 years since France began the cultivation of 
the pink, but its English advent dates only from 
1856, when the tree carnation was introdticed.

There was a difference of only 29 
between the number of births gna 
the number of deaths in St. Louis last 
week. The mortality was 219 and the 
total of new babies but 248, a heavy 
decrease from the weekly average of 
300. 

Eleven deaths were caused by the 
acute ‘contagious diseases, 27—an 
exceptionally large number—to vio- 
lence, 46 to pneumonia and tubercu- 
losis. Four persons died of measles, 
seven of scarlatina and two of 
diphtheria. There were four fatal 
cases of erysipelas. 

Eight suicides were reported. This 
was about twice the weekly average.

RECALLS CHAPTER 
INTHE CIVIL WAR 


He Was Born While His Father 
and Grant Faced Each Other 
in, Battle. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
renu of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, April 22.—Maj. George 
E. Pickett of the army pay corps, led 
on board a transport from Manila to 
Nagasaki. Maj. Pickett was returning 
from a tour of duty in the Philippines. 
Hie was a son of the famous Confeder- 
ate general who led the charge in the 

battle of Gettysburg, 

Maj. Pickett entered the army in May, 
1998, at the outbreak of the Spanish 
War as a paymaster of volunteers. He 
had been with the regular army since 
Feb. 8, 1901. He was born in Virginia, 
on July 1, 1864. 

Maj. Pickett shortly after his birth. 
figured in an interesting Civil War in- 
cident. Mrs. La Salle Corbello Pickett, 
his mother, who lives in Washington, 
recorded it three or four years ago in 
McClure’s Magazine. Grant’s Army was 
confronting the Confederates in the Wil- 
derness when the following occurred as 
related by Mrs. Pickett: 

“Gen. Grant had been a de friend 
of ‘My Soldier’ (Gen. Pickeft), ever 
since the Mexican War. At the time our 
first baby was born the two armies 
were encamped facing each other and 
often swapped coffee and tobacco un- 
der flags of truce. On the occasion of 
my son's birth, bonfires were lighted 
in celebration all along Pickett's line. 
Grant saw then and sent scouts to learn 
the cause. 

“‘When they reported, he said to Gen. 
Ingalls: ‘Haven’t we some kindling 
wood on this side of the line? Why don’t 
we strike a light for the young Pick- 
ett?’ Im a little while, bonfires were 
flaming from the Federal] line. A few 
days.later, there was taken through 
the lines a baby’s silver service en- 
graved, ‘To George E. Pickett Jr., from 
his father’s friends, U. S. Grant, Rufus 
Ingalis, Geo. Suckley.’ ”’

Coroner’s Report Shows 479 Ac- 
cidents and’79 Cases of Homi- 
cide in the Period. 


AUTOMOBILES KILLED 13 


Number of Motor Mishaps Twice 
That of Preceding Period; 
Street Cars End 57 Lives. 


More than half of the 221 persons 
who took their lives in St. Louis in 
the 12 months ending April 12, were 
between the ages of 10 and 40 years. 
Fifty-four, or 24 per cert of them, 
were between 20 and 30 years old. 

There was. an _ increase of 13 
suicides compared with the same 
period of 1909-10, but ng record was 
established. These facts are contained 
in the annual report of Coroner Jules 
Baron, issued yesterday. 

Accidents in the 12 months were 479 
and homicides 79. Thirteen persons 
were killd by automobiles, as against 
six in the preceding year. The rela- 
tively large increase in fatal acci- 
dents, involving automobiles, is attri- 
buted to the greater number of such 
vehicles in use. 

Street cars kilied 57 persons. That 
was a larger number than in the 
previous 12 montis, but a reduction 
of more than 50 per cent compared 
with 1905. 

77 Killed by Steam Roads. 

Seventy-seven were killed by steam 
railroads, but not all: the accidents 
resulting in death occurred in St. 
Louis. Many railroad employes in- 
jured elsewhere were brought to St. 
Louis for treatment and died here. 

Falls were the most common cause 
of accidental deaths. One hundred 
and thirty-eight falls were fatal. 

Only two negroes killed themselves. 
That was equivalent to one in 24,000 
of negro population. Of the 219 white 
who resorted to self-destruction, 181 
were males and 40 females; 65 were 
single, 122 were married and 19 were 
widows or widowers. Only six di- 
voroed persons were suicides. 

As usual, carbolic acid was the 
means of self-destruction most com- 
monly employed. Pighty-five persons 
used that poison. “Fourteen took va- 
rious other poisons and 15 hagged 
themselves. 

All Professions Represented. 

Almost every profession but the 
ministry was represented in the list 
of suicides. There were editors, phy- 
sicians, lawyers, engineers, musiciens, 
actors, druggists, nurses, clerks, la- 
borers and housewives among those 
who tired of life, 

Natives of the United States con- 
stituted 67 per cent of the suicides. 
Thirty-six persons of Gefman nativity 
were in the total, but natives of Teu- 
tonic countries were 20 per cent of 
those who took their lives. Only eight 
persons born in the British Isles were 
recorded as suicides. wae 

The Coroner conducted 1792 iIn- 
quests in the 12 months. That was 
an increase of 127 over last year’s to- 
tal, which was the largest in the city’s 
history up to that time.

TEST IN HARVESTER CASE 


Effort Is ta Aveid Ousting Com- 
pany and Avert Destructien- 
of Property. 


TOPBHEKA, Kan., April 22.—The Kan- 
sas. Supreme Court may take charge of 
the Standard Of! and its subsidiary com- 
panies in this State and handie them as 
it does the International Harvester Co., 
and be a sort of father to the com- 
panies to gee that they transaet bugi- 
neas preperly. The Attorney-Genera! 
will likely aak the court to take charge 
of the company’s affairs to avoid the 
cendition which equaed the bringing of 
anti-trugt suite five years ago. 

Phe suits were brought by C. ©. Cole- 
man, tren Attorney-General, and they 
have been pushed by Fred 8S. Jackson, 
now Congressman... The evidence has all 
heen heard, and the Speeial Commis- 
sioner of the Court is expected to make 
his report within a few weeks. On aoc- 
count of the immense business the com- 
pany does in Kaneas it is not believed 
that the eeurt wilt undertake to eust 
the company, even if it is feund to have 
violated the anti-trust laws. 

Preeedure in Uarvester Case. 

The Court found that the Internatian- 
al va . Was guilty ef breaking 
the laws, but inatead ef driving the 
company out of the State, the court 
simply toek charge, laid down positive 
rules, and as long as these rules are 
opeyed, the company will net be mo- 
lqested. If @ rule is broken, the eom- 
pany may be cited for contempt. 

Tt is expeeted that this plan will be 
applied to the Standard O1] Co, The 
Standard and its subsidiary companies 
ligve many millions invested in Kansas, 
The eompany is charged with arbitra- 
rily fixing the prices fer of] from pre- 
ducing wells, and with . fixing the 
prices at which oll was sold at yaricus 
tawna without regard to supply and de- 
mand, but according to its own whim. 

It iq also charged that the compan; 
digeriminated in purchaging oil by pay- 
ing higher prices where independent pe- 
finers were buyers, and also by selling 
oll at arbitrarily low prices where in- 
dependent companies are in competition. 

Await Commissioner’s Report. 

It is expected that the special ¢om- 
migsioner, L. W. Keplinger, who has 
heard the evidence, will set out just 
where and how discriminations were 


' made and by what authority, Much ev- 


idence along this line Wag heard. When 
the commissioner files his report it is 
expected that the Supreme Court will 
stop the unlawful practice and assume 
oversight of the company's business. If 
any oil producer feels that the Standard 
is not giving him a square deal, the 
producer may file a ecomplaint.with the 
Supreme Court seeeing eut the facts 
and the court will investigate and, if the 
facts farrant, the cempany may be 
ousted or fined heavily. 

If an independent refiner finds that 
the Standard ig discriminating te un- 
dergell competition at any point, a cem- 
pleint to the court will bring @ prompt 
investigation and preper punighment. 

This pian was adopted in the Inter- 
national Harvester Co, case, exactly sim- 
ilar te the Standard sult. It hag been 
very suecessful and the International 
has not vielated a rule ef the court and 
a is satiafied with the new meth- 

od of doing business. It is believed 
thet if this plan is adopted the ol] sit- 
uation will become tenable for inde- 
peadents.

Built is not the word_ for the “Sun- 
flower Lydia;” she was created, 
joarved or shaven, or hewn out of 
a solid block of wo6d by this deep- 
water sailorman, and it took him 380 
years,to shape the ship so that she 
might ca her jibtopsail, outer jib, 
inner jib, .foretopmast staysail and 
mainsail t’gallant royals and skysail, 
besides mizzen and mainmast stay- 
safis. 


Sounds like an BPastern ship news 
reporter’s tale of a sea disaster, but 
Collector of the Port McBride, who 
harbors hobo mariners, wil] vouch 
for the sails the good ship carries, 
and he will point out the fact that, 
while her lines are not after the

Separation of the Delinquent and tomorrow for 


the Dependent Is Proposed 
in Report. 
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The Municipal Commission appointed 
@ year ago to investigate and report on 
the proper method to care for dependent 
and delinquent children in St. Leuis, in 

- fits report to the Mayor, makes recom- 
mendations for the establishment of the 
Industrial School on the cottage plan 
in St. Louis County, and for pay to 
widowed mothers for the care of children 
who would otherwise be kept in an in- 
stitution or “boarded out.” | 

The “boarding children with their own 
mothers” plan is in use in some 
European countries, but has never been 
adopted in any city in the United States. 

The commission, composed of C. G. 
Rathman, Dwight F.. Davis and Roger 
N. Baldwin, holds that it is preferable 
to leave children with their own mothers 
rather than to place them in boarding 
houses or in an Institution, and contends 
that the cost to the city would certainly 
be no greater and probably less. 3 

“It seems far more rational,” says a 
report, “‘to pay the same amount of 
money which would have to be paid 
in foster homes for children placed out 
to the mother herself, who is certainly 
the best guardian of her children’s wel-

Room for Playgrounds. 

“On account of the difficulty of draw- 
ing the line in any other point, we rec- 
ommend that this system of paying for 
children in their own homes be con- 
fined exclusively to the cases of desti- 
tute widows with small children.” 

The commission finds that under 
the present system of having the 
Industrial School in the city, it Is 
impossible entirely to separate the 
older children .and children with 
criminal tendencies from younger 
children and those who are without 
pronounced criminal tendencies. It 
recommends the establishment of 
the school th the county, where, by 
having separate cottages for the dif- 
ferent groups, they could be prevent- 
ed from mingling and the younger 
shildren would not be corrupted by 

. the older. 

The point is made that with the 
‘echool located in the city there is 
Recessarily a lack of room for play- 
grounds, and that the Institution 
must be fenced in, giving it the ap- 
pearance of a prison..

Only 33 Years Old, He Comes 
Out of Hospital With Locks 
of Silver. -

Another nickname will have to be in- 
vented for Frank Baulfield of Alton, 
whose hair, once a bright strawberr 
tint, has turned to silver white, fol- 
lowing injuries which he received in 
a wreck on the Bluff Line Railroad last 
November. Baulfield is only 33 years 
old. 

From boyhood Baulfield has been 
known to his friends and companions 
as “‘Red.’’ but now there is not the 
slightest tinge of auburn to justify the 
sobriquet. 

Dr. H. R. Lemen of Alton, former sur- 
geon in the United States Army, at- 
tributes the change in the color of 
Baulfteld’s hair to the presence of a 
metabolisny, produced in his blood at 
the moment of the wreck, which cost 
him his right leg. 

This metabolism, Dr. Lemen stated, 
ig. a poison which In some cases is*car- 


ried in the circulation to the hair, and) 


destroys the coloring pigment. Baul- 
field’s is the first case in which 
Lemen ever knew ved hair to be so 3 
fected. Baulfield’s father, «Willis 
Baulfield, whose hair was dark, had a 
similar experience when his hair 
changed to gray at the battle of Shi- 
loh. 

Baulfield was a fireman on a “hill 
engine,’’ used in assisting trains over a 
heavy grade along the Piasa Bluffs. 
The locomotive was returning to Alton 
on Nov. 12, when itt collided with a 
‘| freight train. Baulfield was stoking 
the engine when he heard the engineer 
‘jump.”” Turning around, Baui- 
field saw the other big locomotive rush. 
ing toward him: In the next instant 
he was caught between the tender and 
the firebox. He was badly burned, and 
his right leg was so badly crushed it 
was amputated. 

When Baulfield returned to conscious- 
ness in the hospital, three days after 
the wreck, his hair had begun to turn. 
it Was gray. 
In the last three months the last trace 
of red hag ‘teft It, and It is silvery white.

With a knife wound in his heart, Ben- 
jamin Freers sat on the edge of the 
operating table at the city ltospital last 
night and declared to surgeons and 


detectives that he would not tell them 
who stabbed him, although he knew 
that the operation about to be per- 
formed on him might cause his death. 

Freers is 19 years ole. He lives at 
1831 Madison street, and is a clerk for 
the Ringen Stove Co. 

The knife with which he was stabbed 
penetrated the outer wall of his heart 
to a depth of one-eighth of an inch. 
In rare cases persons so wounded have 
lived. 

Fight in Poolroom. 

The talephone in Night Chief Gil- 
laspy’s office at Police Headquarters 
rang at 8:30 o'clock last night. 

“Go to Rudge’s poolroom at 1284 
Franklin avenue and you'll find a man 
that was stabbed,” said a voice. 

Patrolman Blake was detailed to 
investigate. He went to the pool- 
room and found Freers apparently 
asleep in a chair. 

Louis Rudge, proprietor of the 
room, said a tall, thin man escorted 
Freers into the room and placed him 
in the chair at 8:10 p. m. Rudge 
thought Freers was intoxicated. 

While trying to arouse Freers the 
policeman saw a bloodstain on the 
bosom of his shirt. 

He called an ambulance and 
Freers taKkén to-the city hospital. 

There is was found that he had a stab 
‘wound in his heart. As he was being 
taken to the operating room Freers re- 
gained consciousness. 

Policeman Blake and several sur- 
geons tried in vain to induce him to 
tell who stabbed him. 

“Pm not saying anything,’ was hid 
reply to all questions. 

Observes Gang Ethics, 

Blake telephones to headquarters and 
two special policemen were sent to the 
They vainly tried to induce 
Freers to name the man who stabbed 
him. “It’s. all right. IH square this 
myself,”’ he. said. 

Though a surgical examination re- 
vealed the gash in the outer wall of 
Freers’ heart he lost little blood and he 
insisted that an operation was not nec- 
essary. : 

Surgeons made 20 stitches’ in 
wound and said that barring the possi- 
bility of *.internal hemorrhages Freers 
would recover.

Schmitz and Abe 
Ruef to jail, and who uncovered the 
conditions in the Tllinois Central Rail- 
road which resulted in the indictment 
of several officials of the road, returned 
to Chicago tonizht and told of the 
events leading up to the capture of the 
men charged with dynamiting the plamt 
of the Los Angelés Times.

Mr. Burns purposely 
gave out the idea that the men were 
yeggmen wanted at Toledo, for the 
purpose of keeping the matter from be- 
coming public until such time as he 
could round up some of the important 
features of the investigatien. 
Fiad Battery Attachments. 

“On. opening the valise there were 
found 12 of the mechanically arranged 
battery and clock attachments which 
have been used by these dynamiters, 
with fuses and caps attached all ready 
for use. 

“One of these was found at Los An- 
géles, which failed to explode, also 
one at Kansas City, Mo., and-one. at 
Peoria, Ill. In addition to these, in the 
grip were one Savage automatic pt 
one 388&caliber automatic Colt, and a 
Winchester rifie with a Maxim’ silencer. 
This unquestionably was intended to 
pick off a watchman, when it was 
found necessary to get him out of the 
road. 

“The investigation developed the fact 
that’ the dynamiters intended to set 
these off in Detroit. The dynamiters 
signed a waiver at Detroit to return 
to Chicago, as they feared the indigna- 
tien of the people if their real purpose 
should become known.

“In 25 years’ éxperience in the oil busi- 
ness,’ he told a Post-Dispateh reporter 
at his home, 14%,Obear avenue, last 
night, “I have never seen an gil or 
gasoline tank without one of those 
vents. ~ I- @6 not understand how one 
could be filled without such a vent, be- 
cause the air could net get out as the 
car was filled.’’ 

Bretenyder was asked how he ac- 
ceunted for the accident, if the car was 
equipped with a safety valve, and It 
were in good working order. 

“T can’ account for it under those 
conditions,””’ he said. ‘I never before 
heard of such a thing.”’ 

At about 9 a. m. yesterday, F. A. 
Bretsnyder, vice-president of the Bell 
Oil Co., and John Goetter, a pipeman, 
climbed to the top of a tank car on 
the Wabash railroad side track at 
Ferry street to test the quality of 
the 4000 gallons of gasoline it con- 
tained. As they started*to remove 
the cap on the dome of the car there 
was a loud, hissing noise. 

‘We'll just let that air blow itself 
aut,” Bretsnyder remarked to the 
pipeman. 

They waited ten’ minutes. Then 
the cap was blown a hundred feet 
into the air, and a great volume of 
gas and gasoline rushed out of the 
opening. The wind was blowing 
smartly from the east, and carried 
the fumes toward the west. 

“Run for your life,” Bretsnyder 
shouted to the pipeman. “If you stay 
here you will be smothered in the 
gas.” 

Bretsnyder and Goetter leaped from 


toward the office of the oil company, 

76 feet away. Before théy reached 

the offite there was a detonation that 

rocked the buildings in the neighbor- 

hood. Flames shot upward high!) 

above the tall telephone poles. 
The Vapor ig-ited. 

This was due to the ignition of gas 
vapor from the tank. The vapor arose, 
settled toward the earth, and rolled 
along the ground in translucent folds. 
When it reached a watchman’s shanty, 
which contained a fire, it was ignited. 

This filmy vapor covered a zone 100 
feet-west of the shanty. When it was 
ignited, all within its reach, persons 
and structures, and telegraph poles, in- 
stantaneously leaped into flame. Those 
persons whe were set afire ran scream- 
ing through the streets, with their gar- 
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ments ablaze. The shanty and: one 
home seemed tobe ablaze in.a moment. 

The tank spouted fire like a volcano, 
until half its contents were gone, when 
the lack of oxygen in it put a natural 
end to the conflagration. 

The effect Was somewhat as if some 
one had set a match to a quantity of 
powder thrown over a large surface of 
ground. The vapor took the flamé as 
readily, and shot @p with a giant and 
blinding flash, the smoke rolling high 
into the air. ‘Charles A. Dalwitz’s home 
at 101 Ferry street, was within the 
radius of the vapor, which extended 
100 feet from the tank before it caught 
fire, and which seemed to be converted 
into flame in a single instant, fully half 
a minute after it had escaped from the 
tank. 

Within a secend the clothes of nine 
persons were enveleped in flames. _)Ed- 
ward Hauk, a railroad fireman, was 
standing by the watchman’s shack 
drinking a cup of weter. The one- 
armed watchman, Thomas J. Onioris, 
57 years old, of 115 Ferry street, was 
at the deor of his shack, talking with 
Hauk. 

Charles A.. Dallwitzs and his daugh- 
ter, Emma, 15 years old, were in the 
yard of his home, 8 feet west of the 
car. The clothes of all four were 
drenched by the shower of gasoline and 
set on fire. Hauk, in flames from head 
to foot, started to run across the street, 
but fell, dying before he had gone 50 
feet. 

Victims Burned te Death. 

‘Onions dropped almost in his tracks. 
Little Emma Dallwitz was not able tc 
get outside of the yard, and was burned 
to death in almost a second. 

The Dalliwitz home was instantly a 
seething mass of flames. The fumes 
of the gasoline penetrated the house. 
Mrs. Agnes Dallwitz, the aged mother 
of Charles Daliwitz, and the grand- 
mother of Emma, was burned te death 
before she could get beyond the reach 
of the flames. 

Mrs. Mary Daliwitz, wife of* Charlies, 
and mother of Emma, was caught in 
the flame and fell fighting for her life 
as she tried to get out of the house.

Who it was that attempted to.kescue 
him is not known, but it may have 
been his wife, Mrs. Mary J. Onions 
who ran out of her home and war 
fatally burned. 

Man Dead in the Street. 

When D. M. Dain, a Terminal yard- 
master, arriyed a few minutes after 
the explosion, he found his friend 
Hauk dead in the street, and saw 
Onions writhing under the burning 
blanket. The old man, with one arm 
was trying to fight off the blanket 
Dain started across the street to try, 
to rescue Onions, but the flames from 
the burning buildings were so hot 
that he was driven back. 

Everything within a radius of 100 feet. 
west of the tank car was set on fire. 
The Dallwitz home, an old frame struc- 
ture with a shingle roof, was almost 
destroyed within a few minutes after 
the explosion: The house next door, at 
115 Ferry street, occupied by Mrs. Anna 
Dato, was also set on fire. The four 
telephone poles.on each corner of the 
street, were set on fire, and the ties 
on the railroad tracks, eatuiated with 
gasoline, were ablaze. 

Danger From Other Tanks. , 
The board fence surrounding the plant 
of the 611 company, 15 feet east of the 
tank car, caught fire. .There was a 
group of 15 tanks, each containing 8000 
gallons of keresene, from 2 to #0 feet’ 
from the car.

Direction of the Wind, He Be- 
lieves, Is All That Saved 
His Life. 


F. A. Bretsynder, vice-president of 
the oil company, when seen after 
the explosion, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter his theory of how it hap- 
pened and gave a description of ¢rat 
he gaw. He said: 
“Gasoline is no more dangerous 
than coal ofl if one understands it. 
It is more volatile and vaporizes mare 
rapidly and ‘the vapor is highly in- 
flammable, but the liquid oil burns 
slowly. After the gas in the tank 
car that had already formed and that 
which was formed by the heat after 
it was ignited had been consumed, the 
remaining Hquid, about half of the 
car's contents, ceased to burn. The 
ignition occurred when the vapor was 
driven by the wind across the track to 
the watchman’s shanty and the 
houses. It may have beén a spark | 
from a chimney or the fire in a pipe 
that ignited it. ) 
“Apparently a large quantity of] 
gas had formed in the dome of the 
car, due to its long journey from 
Pennsylvania. We have been hand- 
ling gasoline cars for 25 years, al- 
ways opening them at the top to test 
the quality of the goods. This car 
was not different, so. far as I could 
ses, from any of the other cars we 
have received and opened for test- 
ing. 
“I thought at first it was air rush- 
ing out of the dome. I hed no idea 
that it was gas until the cap was 
blown, off. Then I knew that I had 
to run for,my life, as dense vapors 
would be formed areund the car. As 
I ran toward the office I looked 
around and saw the explosion in the 
air. The heat was so intense I could 
feel it on my back as I ran. 

“I was net injured, and our plant 
was not damaged. One of the re-

Clark Hyde, accused poisoner of COl. 
Thomas H. Swope, millionaire philan- 
thropist of Kansas City, fearing un- 
favorable action by Jud Ralph S58. 
Latshaw of the Criminal Court on a 
motion for bail, Monday morning will 
try to obtain his release from jail on 
a writ of habeas corpus. Frank P. 
Walsh, attorney for Hyde, tonight filed 


application for a writ of habeas corpus } 


in the civil division of the Circuit Court 
and Judge J. H. Slover set the motion 
for hearing tomorrow morning. 

This move was a distinct surprise to 
the State, for it was not generally 
known @nong lawyers that such an 
action in a criminal case could be 
brought in the civil division of the Cir- 
cuit Court. 

The mandate of the Supeme Court, re- 
versing the conviction of Dr.: Hyde and 
remandmg the case for new trial 
reached here this evening, but will re- 
main in the postoffice until Monday 
morning because of a new order, ef- 
fective tomorrow, abolishing the Sunday 
delivery of mail here. i ‘ 

Hasty Action for Bait. 

Hyde’s attorneys have taken a step to 
get the quickest possible action in the 
matter of bail for him. They knew that 
the Supreme Court Clerk could not hand 
down the mandate until 10 days after 
the opinion was handed down and they 
were informed the moment the mandate 
was mailed in Jefferson City and the 
moment it reached the Kansas City 
postoffice. No action for bond could 
be taken until the mandate was spread 
on the Criminal Court record so that the 
habeas cérpus hearing will be held the 
first possible moment. 

Dr. Hyde sat calmly reading in his 
¢ell tonight, and appeared the least in- 
terested of those concerned, while his 
lawyers were routing out clerks and 
deputy sheriffs to serve their writ. 

‘‘Blessed fs he who expects nothing, 
for he shall not then be disappointed,”’ 
Dr. Hyde quoted. He has been in the 
county jail 40 days less than one year. 
April 27, the sixteenth day of the trial, 
Judge Latshaw revoked Dr. Hyde's 
bond, and committed him to fall, de- 
claring that the testimony relative to 
purchase of cyanide had made the pre- 
sumption of guilt great. 

Judge Perssists in Refusal. 

Hyde’s attorneys have _ started 
habeas corpus proceedings because 
of a warning that Judge Latshaw 
would deny bail. In an informal con- 
sultation between the Court and 
Frank P. Walsh, a verbal request for 
bond was made and Judge Latshaw 
said he would refuse it. The Supreme 
Court held that the court erred in re- 
voking the bond, but Judge Latshaw 
declared he thought then the pre- 
sumption of guilt to be great and: had 
learned nothing since to change his 
mind. ihe

BASE HIT VS. BASE RUNNING. 


HERE do they grow these fans 
W who think that base running is 

as important as batting, said to 
exist by some writers, notably in Cin- 
cinnati, the home of the “speed mar- 
vels?”” The left-on-bases department of 
the box score would run up into double 
figures, if the pitcher happened to. be 
wild; or would be wiped out entirely if 
the opposing pitcher were good. 

Base running is just an incident in 
baseball. It is picturesque and occa- 
sionally disconcerts the opposition into 
misplays that prove costly. But it’s the 
rare thing when stolen bases alone win 
games. 

There’s no use trying to duck in and 
around the fact that there are two 
great essentials to successful baseball: 
Good hitting and good pitching. The 
order of mention should be revérsed, for 
good pitching is indispensable, whereas 
mediocre hitting will sometimes worry 
a club°along, as in the case of the 
“hitless wonders,’’. the White Sox. In 
the long run the two are absolutely es- 
sential to championships. 

For the rest, the finish and polish of 
the team is all their total means. 

As against a team of equal hitting and 
pitching strength the polish will tell, in 
the long run; but the “main strength” 
efficiency of a club is the first thing 
to be determined in finding what it may 
reasonably expect to do. 

You may polish white pine until your 
arm drops off, but you can never make 
it bird's-eye maple beneath the veneer.

Intricate International _ Credits 
Forbids Strife, He Tells 
City Club. 


AMERICANS. WANT. PEACE 


Not Even California or Texas 
- Desires a Fight, He Has 
Learned. 


F ad 


War is a business proposition, Baron 
de Constant, member of the French 
Senate and the leader ofthe peace 
movement -in Europe, told the members 
of the City Club at luncheon yester- 
day. 

War, the Baron said, is one of those 
unnecessary items of tremendous waste 
which appear in a nation’s accounts, 
and which good bookkeeping is mak- 
ing appear so ridiculous that soon it 
will be entirely eliminated. Andrew 
Carregie and The Hague tribunal are 
helping the ends of peace greatly, he 
said, but it is international finance that 
will soon make it one of the lost sci- 
ences. 

“International credits today,” said 
the speaker, ‘‘are so intricate that war 
is almost impossible. There is noth- 
ing to be gained by the victor. and the 
nations at war would so disturb not 
only their own affairs, but the affairs 
of other nations, that the other na- 
tions would not permit it.’’ 

The Baron, whose family name is 
Paul Henri Benjamin  4d’Estournelles, 
is the guest in St. Louis of Robert S. 
Brookings, one of the “rustees of the 
$10,000,000 Carnegie peace fund. A few 
years ago he was the recipient of the 
annual .Nobel peace prize, and he is 
now in the United States to foster the 
Carnegie movement. 

No One Wants War. 

The Baron said that since coming 
to the United States he has learned 
that the people of the country do not 
want war with Japan. Not even in 


he find sentiment for war. 

“The war sentiment,” he said, “is 
confined, in California and elsewhere, 
to the pessimistic alarmists, who are 
a mdnority. There could be no rea- 
sonable motive for a war between the 
United States and Japan. After the 
war, business would go on just the 
Same as before and the only result 
would be the loss to the two nations. 

“Even if the United States con- 
quered Japan, it would result in no 
advantage to this country. It could 
not occupy the Gountry and impress 
its institutions on it. Japan is too 
far away, and the only concern the 
United States has with it is a com- 
mercial one. 

“Japan could not inaugurate a war 
with the United States. If it so hap- 
péned that a conquest of this coun- 
try was undertaken the hostility of 
all Europe would be aroused from 
the menace that Europe would see 
to itself.” 

Expects General Agreement. 

Baron de Constant expressed 
belief that within a few years 
the big nations will come into 
pending peace agreement of the 
United States and England. He did 
not touch on the speech of the Ger- 
man Chancelor before the Reichs- 
tag, pronouncing: the peace agree- 
ment. program impractical. 

The disturbance in Mexico the Bar- 
on characterized as a family quar- 
rel. He said he had found that the 
sentiment of Americans, even on the 
border, was against a war with Mex- 
ico. 

The energies and resources of na- 
tions, the Baron said, are required 
for other purposes than those of war. 
The United States, he said, should de- 
vote itself to the building and im- 
provement of railroads, rivers and 
highways. a 
“The two greatest 
country,” said the Baron, “are the 
Mississippi River and the Missouri 
River. They are in a deplorable con- 
dition. I have read since I was a 
boy of the greatest river in the world, 
the Mississijw:. And .perhaps I was 
not surprised when I went to view 
the river in New Orleans, and had 
asked where the boats were. I can’t 
understand ‘why you have neglected 
sich a great road as the Mississippi 
River.” 

Robert 8S. Brookings presided at 
the City Club meeting. In present- 
ing Baron de Constant, he referred 
to the progress of the movement 
maintained by Carnegie and of the 
accomplishments of the Hague tri- 
bunal. 

Col. James Arbuckle, president of 
the Papyrus Club, extended an in- 
vitation yesterday to Baron de Con- 
stant to attend a dinner to be givéh 
by the club Tuesday evening at the 
Southern Hotel. He saig he intend- 
ed also to invite members of old 
Freneh families in St. Louis, and 
hoped to have the Baron make a 
talk in French for their benefit.

LISBON, Portugal, April 2.—How 
long can the Portuguese Republic last 
and what will be the next form of 
government? 

The republic has not met the expec- 
tations of its friends, according to its 
énemies, and its weaknesses have in- 
spired its opponents with fresh courage. 
In the present unrest the cure for po- 
litical {Ils most discussed is a return 
to &® monarchy. It is not at all cer- 
tain, however, that the public temper 
‘would tolerate a direct reversion to 
old conditions. The alternative proposal 
is a military dictatorship to prepare 
@ way for resumption of the throne by 
ng Manuel. 

An instance gf general vacillation of 
the Government was furnished when the 
election of the first republican Assem- 
bly was put off to May 2. The mal- 
contents were quick to ascribe the post- 
ponements to want of faith in high 
quarters in the sincerity of republican 
sentiment. » 

The appropriation for himself and his 
family of the Jesuit house at Cintra by 
Arthur Costa, brother of Alfonso Costa, 
thé Minister of Justice, has provoked 
the most bitter comment as showing 
that in upsetting the old rule the new- 
comers had loot in mind rather than sei 
common good. 

Confiscation of the nuns’ house in 
Oporto has led to a demand from the 

- German Government that the house be 

vacated and damages paid for trespass.

The garden is no longer a picturesque setting

It is the great 
open-air living room of the household, where 
the mistress works and weeds in the morning, the 
family plays al] day long and guests are received 
informally at all hours. 

Gardening, the way women have taken. it up, 
is a splendid system of physical culture, as muscle- 
hardening and health-giving as golf or tennis. 
The garden party of today means “Come early 
and bring your tools, and be prepared to grub’”— 
or almost that. When the shades of belles and 
beaux of that other day revisit the gardens 
they knew as scenes of croquet, cakes, tea, lem- 
onade, lingerie hats, gossip and flirtation, a very 
different spectacle from the old-time garden party 
surprises them. 

Love of exercise in the open began with cro- 
quet 50 years ago, then came tennis, then golf, 
and now gardening interests the smart women of 
St. Louis.

Scouting in the West End. 


One evening W. W. Hoxton, ‘manager of the 
St. Louis Clearing House. assembled 24 boys 
composing the troop of which he is gcout mas- 
ter, and read to them Elbert Hubbard's stirring 
“Message to Garcia.” The youths hung with 
breathless suspense upon the hairbreadth escapes 
of the American scout. Their enthusiasm may 
be imagined when Hoxton announced that he pro- 
posed to send three of them with a “message to 
Garcia.” * 

The messengers were chosen and a hostile ter- 
ritory was laid out, which they would be com- 
pelled to travérse. The other boys were posted, 
with instructions to intercept the message If 
possible. It was to be carried from Vandeventer 
avenue and Westminster place to Hoxtoa’s 
home, 4344 Maryland avenue, 

The “enemy” Invested alleys and streets, laid 
ambuscades, turked behind trees, and posted sen- 
tries so as to command nearly every approach. 
Despite their vigilance, the messengers, doubling 
back and forth, crawling in shadows, stealing 
through backyards and listening with their ears 
to the ground for footsteps, won as far as Sarab 
street without being seen. There a hidden sentry 
sprang from behind a tree box and.captured the 
mopeage. 

And this delightful adventure was staged in 
the fashionable Weat Bnd district of the city, be- 
tween Olive street ang Lindell boulevard, Van- 
ceventer avenue and Boyle avenue!

Wigwag Signals Across Country. 


Troops of boys, dressed in brown khaki uni- 


forms, leggings and rough rider hats, with haver-*‘ 


sacks strapped upon their shoulders, may be seen 
any Saturday or Sunday, disporting themselves in 
the picturesque country near Meramec Highlands, 
ir St. Louis County. One group, with a flag, may 
be wigwagging signals in the Myer code to ‘com- 
rades a mile away. Others may be following an 
Indian trail of stones, twigs’ and blazed bark. 
Still others are making camp on scientific prin- 
ciples of comfort and sanitation, while a differ- 
ent troop is learning the art of constructing an 
out-door oven by coating a barrel, with clay and 
then burning the barrel 
away. All are Boy 
Scouts. Some of them 
even scout on horseback. 

The, foregoing ex- 
amples of adventurous 
fun axplain the Immense 
vogue of the Boy Scuuta, 
who are said to have 
500,000 members ip 
North America ajone 
But, in a sense, this ir 
only the sugar coating 
of the serious instruction 
which ts the chief aim 
of the movement. 

Advantage is teken at 
the outset of a boy’s na- 
tural fondness for tak- 
ing oaths in concert 
with other boys, and of 
delight in secret signs. 
Before joining he must, 
with thrilling solemnity 
and a mysterious three- 
fingered salute, as -~* 
the following obligatio- . 
which comprises an entire code of ethics: 

“On my honor I promise that I will do my 
best (1) To do my duty to God and my coun- 
try; (2) To help other people at all times; and 
(3) To obey the scout law.” He is then invested 
with a badze. 


Soldiers Not Wanted. 


‘These duties are elaborated in the scout law, 
whieb forbids ‘lying and enjoins courtesy, obe- 
dience, foyalty, kindness to animals, cheerfulness 
and even thrift, Disobedience of any of these in- 
junctions may cause a scout to be expelled. from 
the order and to forfeit the enjoyments of cave 
exploration, of camp fires ont of following the 
trail.

The Boy Scouts of the United States 
bave no military drill and are prohibited from’ 
carrying weapons, save pocket knives. The lead-

turn; demonstrate the proper means of saving

Besides acquiring the Morse telegraphic code, 
the Myer wigwag code of the United States Navy 
and the semaphore signa] code, the bay learns the 
100 principal characters of the Indian sign lan- 
guage, written in piled stones, bent twigs, twist-. 
ed grass, blazed bark and smoke. He learns 
how to pitch a tent or tepee and to make a bed 
of evergreen boughs. He achieves the difficult 
feat of making fire in a few seconds by rubbing 
sticks, and discovers how to find himself when 
Icst in the woods by studying the stars and con- 
stellations.

Over the suitors for the hand of Frances, Mof- 
fat looked critically. He said that he wished her 
to be happy in her home and in her husband, and 
mot repeat the tragedy of his own life. He de- 
sired her to be loved for her own sake and not 
for that of her wealth, and wished her preferably 
to wed an American. . Hence the restrictions; dis- 
couraging to fortung-hunters, which he wove 
about her fortune. 

That she acquiesces in his hopes for her and 
shares his own tastes concerning marriage is re- 
vealed in a letter which she sent récently to a 
girl chum in Denver. 

“As for European men,” she wrote, “they are 

impossible, I shall never marry anyone but an 
American.” 
-Denver-society has already picked the Amer- 
ican who is to win the hand of the young heiress. 
He is Berrien Hughes, son of the late United 
States Senator Charles J. Hughes Jr. of Denver. 
On her birthday in Paris, a few weeks ago, young 
Hughes cabled an order to fill her rooms at her 
hotel with flowers. 

His chances as a suitor took a high bound in 
the estimation of Denver fashionables when ft be- 
came known that Miss McClurg, in a letter, wrote 
gratefully: 

“Berrien is the only one who did not forget my 
birthday.” 

By a remarkable coincidence, Hughes is the 
brother of Gerald Hughes, who was jilted by Cor- 
relia Baxter, ‘a meteoric Denver beauty, whose 
adventures in the divorte: and civil courts of 
Her last escapade, 
related in the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine of 
a-week ago, is a suit against a handsome Turkish 
nobleman for a fortune in stocks and jewels 
which she alleges she confided to him while seek- 
ing a divorce from her second husband.

Although Miss McClurg receéves at present in 
her own right only $7500 a year, Moffat indi- 
rectly made provision so that a life of luxury 
should be hers. He left half of his estate out- 
right to his wife, with whom the granddaughter 
is also a favogite. To Mrs. McClurg her father 
left $1,000,000, half of which is her own and half 
of which, upon her death, will go to Frances. But 
this event is too problematical to interest the 
Europeax money-lenders who equip poverty- 
stricken patricians for matrimonial campaigns in 
America. 

The residuary estate is to be divided between 
the widow, the daughter, the granddaughter and 
a nephew, but Miss McClurg will not receive her 
full share in her own right until she is 50 years 
of age. 

She is perhaps the most photographed girl in 
the West, for from the time she was a tiny baby 
her doting parents and grandparents have caused 
her to be pictured frequently by the camera. She 
is a blonde, somewhat of the Burne-Jones type, 
with full well-formed lips and large, soft eyes. 
But her expression has a piqlancy and vivacity 
unknown to the drooping heroines of the Pre- 
Raphaelite paintings. | 

Miss McClurg’s social career was cut short by 
her father’s death, and Moffat sent her to Europe. 
With the studiousness of an earnest American 
girl, she devoted herself to the study of the Ger- 


man language in Berlin, éaring little for the fact . 


that her beauty and supposed financial prospects 
made her a. toast inf aristocratic circles. Then 
she went to Paris t6 study singing. 

She returned to” America for her grandfather's 
funeral, but will soon go back to Paris to com- 
plete her studies. 

Her kindness of heart was displayed on 
eccasion of her coming-out party. 

Since childhood she has had two chums, Edna 
Balcom and Emma Thayer Ohl. Neither of them 
could hope to enjoy so gorgeous a debut.as her 
own. Therefore, she insisted that they should 
share in her triumph, and her-first bow to soci- 
ety was made with her two friends. Miss Mc- 
Clurg, with. her golden-brown hair and fair face, 
and Miss Balcom, a slender girl of brunette type, 
are considered the most attractive couple in Den- 
ver’s younger set. _ 

When Moffat roughed it across ‘the plains to 
Denver, he found a few trading posts and sev- 
eral hundred venturesome residents, 
many of them gamblers and despera- 
does. By selling books industriously, 
and by thrift, he obtained a small 
start, which grew with fortunate in- 
vestments. As Denver developed he 
grew with it, both in wealth and in. 
fluence, until -he became the most 


the 
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prominent figure in the city’s commercial life. 

Bluff, hearty, free-and-easy, he would alway: 
talk freely with anyone he knew about almost 
everything, barring just one subject—his hold-up 
in his own bank almost 21 years ago. Besides 
the loss of the $21,000 stolen, he spent $50,000 in 
a fruitless effort to catch the bandit. 

The financier was in his office, as president of 
the First National Bank of Denver, when an un- 
prepossessing stranger entered and informed him 
that the bank would bé robbed that afternoon.

For years Moffat hung like a bull dog on the 
trail of the robber. He employed great detec- 
tives to trace him but, so far as the public ever 
knew, the bandit was ever caught. It hag been 
said, however, in knowing circles, that he was 
captured in a chase after train robbers, but was 
so badly wounded he died, 

It ‘was not so much the loss of his mopey as 
the blow to his pride which chagrined Moffat, His 
friends suspect that this experience had some- 
thing to do with his prejudice against the titled 
brigands of Europe, who hold up the rich fathers 
of American heiresses at the point of the coronet.

“Tl had often been told of the deadly enmity 
between this snake and a ecertain poisonous 
spider, and finally had the chance to verify it.

The suake promptly 
coils, rattles loudly and waves its head back and 


forth menacingly. The bird seizes in its bill some: 


long object, such as a twig or a suff leaf, and 
thrusts it toward the rattlesnake, which instant- 
ly strikes. Immediately the bird wunters with 
a well-directed stroke of the bill, which almost 
always puts its foe hors de combat, so that a 
few more cautious strokes are sufficient to dis- 
patch it. 

“The combat is the more singular vecause this 
bird does not use the snake for food. The on- 
slaught of the eagle is easier to understand, be- 
cause it feasts upon the flesh of the serpent. The 

usually swoops upon its prey, weizes it by 
the tail, bears it aloft and lets it fall. It never 
attacks it when coiled, but first drives it to 
flight by screams and the beating of its wings.

IS to be assumed that the New Hampshire 
J vexisiatre in enacting into law a bill pur- 

porting to be for the further protection of 
fish, was not fully informed as to its effect in 
removing protection from the blue heron, says 
the Manchester (N, H.) Unjon. It is a law which 
affects other states almost equally with New 
Hampshire, and is one of the most retrogressive 
acts of many years. 


The great blue heron is one of the largest and 
most magnificent of our native birds. Whether 
on the wing or standing solemnly among the 
reeds in some marsh beside a lake or pond, it 
i: invariably an object of interest to all ob- 
servers, for its appearance is as striking as it 
has now come to. be rare. Its total destruction 
“is practically a certainty, if it is not protected 
by law, for it is one of the most valuable birds, 
from a commercial standpoint, which the taxi- 
dermist can handle. 

Because of its great height in proportion to 
the room which it takes up as a mounted spec- 
imen, its grace and the beauty of its plumage, 
it is much desired as an ornament in a hall or 
niche in the residences of those who can afford 
to pay a high price for it, and once the taxider- 
mists are permitted to set at_ work, the profit 
will be such that the extinction of the bird is 
assured. 

Thanks to the efforts of bird lovers and those 
who would see our fauna preserved for coming 
generations, together with the wise action of 
legislatures heretofore, the great blue heron has 
been protected for many years in every state 
where birds are protected at all. . It is still so 

protccted everywhere except in New Hampshire,

‘According to present 
plans the first to be repaired and reoccupied will 
be the Concepcion mission.

the Franciscans wish it understood that senti- 
ment alone does not govern their motives in the 
reclemation of the missions. The entire program 
may not be completed unless the friars find abun- 
dant work for the order and an adequate ministry 
for them to perform in San Antonio. They could 
not endure to serve as mere objects of interest to 
sightseers—as enhancements of the picturesque- 
ness of the old missions. 

Much ofthe new; work planned in Texas will 
be among the Mexican population, and for this 
reason only Spanish-speaking monks will be 
genteto San Antonio. What the Franciscan min- 
istry means, in.a practical sense, may be seen 
‘trom, the following extract from an old report of 
‘the United. States Government: 

“The Franciscans transformed the uncouth sav- 
ages into masons, carpenters, plasterers, soap-. 

tanners, shoemakers, blacksmiths, millers, 
bakers, cooks, brictmakers; carters and cartmak- 
ers, weavers and spinners, saddlers, shiphands, 


agriculturists, herdsmen, vintagers—in;a word, 
they filled ‘all the laborious occupatiegs known to 
the civilized world.” 

The past, and possibly future, prosperity of 
the Franciscan missions in Texas may be esti- 
mated from the fact that in 1831 21 missions in 
California harvested the following crops: 2,200,000 
bushels of wheat, 600,000 bushels of barley, 850,- 
000 bushels of corn, 160,000 bushels of beans and 
100,000 bushels of peas and lentils. They owned 
232,000 head of cattle, 268,000 sheep, 34,000 horses, 
35,000 mules, 8300 goats and 3400 swine. 


HE foundation of the San Antonio mis- 
T sions, whose part in the history of Texas 
is written upon their bullet-scarred and 
cannon-shattered ruins, igs related in an Official 
report made to the King of Spain in 1793 by 
Count Revilla-Gigedo, Viceroy of Mexico: 

“In order to prevent the French from erecting 
establishments in the province of Texas, three ex- 
peditions left Coahuila in the years 1689, 1691 and 
1716. 

“On the third expedition nine friars of the 
College of Santa Cruz, Queretaro, and of Our 
Lady of Guadalupe, at Zacatecas, together with 
the venerable Fray Antonio Margil de Jesus, as 
superior, or president, established six missions 
in the most northerly province of Texas. 

“The’' mission of San Antonio de Valero was 
erected: in the year 1716, among the Sanes, Pay- 
aes and other tribes. 

“The mission Concepcion was also erected in 
1716, three leagues south of the capital, among 
the Sanapaos, Tocanes and others. 

“The mission of San Juan Capistran was erect- 
ed in 1716, three leagues south of the capital, 
among the Pamaques, Quijanes and others. 

“The mission of San Francisco de la Espada 
was erected in 1716, three and one-half leagues 
south of the capital, among the Pecos, Mara- 
quitas and others. 

“The mission of San Jose de Aguayo was erect- 
ed in 1720 among the Pamponas, Mesquites and 
others, two leagues from the capital.” 

The word “erected,” as employed in the report, 
is equivalent to “planned.” Some. of the missions, 
among them that of the Concepcion, were not 
completed until 1731. ' 

It was almost two centuries ago; therefore, that 
the Spanish Franciscans braved the wilde: ness, 
the ferocity of savage tribes and the sufferings 
of exposure and hunger to found these institu- 
tions for the conversion of the Indians., Today, 


the crumbling piles are said to be the finest 


examples of mission archeticture in the world. 
Despite the decay of time, the effect of can- 
non shot and shell and the vandalism of souve- 
nir hunters, the San Antonio buildings are still 
stately and impressive. It has been estimated that 
most of them could be restored at a reasonable 
cost, 

The missions were constructed by almost in- 
credible labor and perseverance. Saving the Ala- 
mo, there is not a hewn stone in the buildings. 
The surface stones were brought frem great dis- 
tances in baskets on the backs of Indians and 
cemented together with mortar, forming a mate- 
rial something akin to concrete. 

The San Jose mission, in particular, retains 
much of its original beauty, despite the ravages 
of time. Its west window and front door are 
tumbled down and the fortress wall which once 


surounded it has given place to a barbed wire. 


fence. Yet the structure’s stately lines may still 
be distinguished, 

The oldest of the missions, San Antonio de Va- 
lero, gave its name, that of St. Anthony of Pa- 
dua, to the future city of San Antonio. St. An 
thony of Padua, the friend and disciple of St. 
Francis of Assisi, is the patron saint of the Fran- 
ciscan Church in St. Louis. 

By the restoration of the San Antoniv mis- 
sions, Texas will be annexed to the jurisdiction 
of the Sacred Heart Province of the Franciscans. 
the headquarters of which are in St. Louis. 5 

The province now comprises the states of Ohio, 
Indiana, Lllinois, Missouri, Nebraska, Tennessée; 
Iowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michigan, to- 
gether with a Western division, called a, com- 
missariat, composed of the states of California, 
Washington, Oregon and Arizona. There are 32 
cloisters in the central states and 15 in the com- 
missariat, besides three colleges, and’ about a 
score of fathers in Indian mission work. 

HERE are three other Franciscan provinces 

T in the United States—that of St. John the 

Baptist, with headquarters at Cincinnati; 

that of the Holy Name of Jesus, with a provin- 

cial at Paterson, N. J., and an Italian province 

in New York. Besides, there is a PoMsh com- 
missariat in Wisconsin. 

All these provinces are grouped into what is 
called the Twelfth ‘District of the Order, and 
are represented at Rome by a definator, or dele- 
gate. The 12 districts of the world are commanded 
by the Minister-General of the Order ofSt. Fran- 
cis, at Rome. 

The gulf between barbarism and civilization 
lies between present conditions and the circum- 
stances under which the Franciscans first estab- 
lished themselves at San Antonio. Then they 
trudged for hundreds of miles through thickets 
of cactus and sagebrush and forests of mesquite. 
At any. hour a volley, of arrows might come 
whistling towards them from an Indian ambush, 
or a beast of prey leap upon them. 


How richly has been fulfilled the vision seen’ 


in faith 200 years ago by the Franciscan empire 
builders of the Southwest! 
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
